DROWNED IN ACCIDENT 


Aged Couple Drown When Car 
Plunges Into Lake at Nelson, B.C. 


As a result of an accident at Nel¬ 
son, B.CL, Mr. and Mrs. W. Andero- 
soff, aged Doukhobor couple from 
this district, were drowned on Friday 
last when they were trapped in their 
automobile as it plunged off the 
north shore ferry approach into the 
chill waters of the west arm of Koot¬ 
enay Lake. 

d Three other occupants of the car 
escaped through a broken window 
and were rescued. These were Wil¬ 
liam Cherstibitoff, Joe Novak and 
Bill Fofonoff, well known locally and 
residents of the district. 

Enroute to visit friends at Bril¬ 
liant, B.C., the party reached Nelson 
without mishap. Fofonoff, who was 
driving, was believed by police to 
have mistaken the approach to the 
ferry as an approach to a bridge. 
The car skidded as the brakes were 
applied when open water was sight¬ 
ed, nosed toward the edge and then 
plunged into water 16 feet deep. Mr. 
and Mrs Anderosoff were trapped in 
the car, and their bodies were recov¬ 
ered when the car was raised. 

Several persons witnessed the ac 
cident, including the ferry operator.

ANNUAL MEETING 

Within a few weeks, towns and municipalities will be 
holding their annual ratepayers’ meetings, at which Coun 
cillors will present statement regarding the year’s under¬ 
takings and finances. 

Throughout the country, a new interest is being taken 
in government, whether national, provincial or municipal. 
Citizens’ Leagues have developed in municipal areas, to 
scrutinize the principles of taxation and the expenditures 
of governing bodies. With taxes looming up~large, in con¬ 
trast with dwindling incomes, this new interest is under¬ 
standable, although long delayed. 

This year, municipal and town councils have attacked 
their problems of financing with vigor and efficiency. 
They have sought to maintain services, with a minimum 
of expense. They have made strenuous effort to balance 
income and outlay. It is probably true that .under cur¬ 
rent necessity, councils in general, have performed re¬ 
markably good service. 

The dates for the annual meetings in this district will 
be set within the next few weeks and ratepayers are 
urged to attend. Some may have criticisms to offer as re¬ 
gards certain departments or activities. Some may desire 
first-hand information on certain questions. Some, on the 
other hand, may be quite satisfied that the affairs of the 
community are being conducted satisfactorily. If . the 
ratepayer is satisfied with the work of the council, the 
least that he can do is to show his appreciation by at¬ 
tendance at the meeting. If he is dissatisfied, the logical 
time and place for making his complaints, is at the an¬ 
nual meeting. Crossroads and street criticism is a waste 
of tune and an injustice to the council. The annual 
meeting is arranged for the purpose of presenting re¬ 
ports of civic departments, school boards, etc., and for 
discussion on the management of these departments. Be 
there. 

HOG GRADING -> . 

In Ontario, hog grading has now been made compul¬ 
sory. This is for the purpose of securing a maximum 
share of the market, particularly the British market. Un¬ 
der these grading regulations, selects are entitled to a $1 
bonus per hog over quoted prices; butchers and lights are 
deducted $1 per hog, and heavies deducted $1.50 per hog. 


This appears to be a sensible procedure. It has been 
impressed that the British market is open to Canadian 
bacon, but has a decided preference for a certain type. 
Although every farm in Canada re-echoes to grunts from 
the hog pen, a great proportion of these animals are not 
the type required by the British buyer. And until t}ie 
Canadian grower falls in line with requirements, he will 
fail to make an Impression on the British market, and his 
output will only: result in flooding the Canadian m>rket. 

On the other hand, the farmer who concentrates on 
quality of product, will be in position to benefit by the 
premium for Wiltshire bacon. * , 

The British bacon market, is one feature of the G n- 
ference agreements which seems to offer great possibili¬ 
ties to the Canadian producer. If he puts his effort to 
raising selects, there seems little doubt that he will bene¬ 
fit If, however, he continues to produce an iirferW type 
his labor will avail him little. 

TEMPORARY UNION 

Economy and thrift are very commendable virtues. 
They are not particularly large or endearing virtues, but 
they have their place, and have been greatly lauded in 
the past few years. To some people, the practice of 
thrift comes naturally. They revel in the good old adage 
"A penny saved is a penny earned," and their lives are 
governed by that objective, » 

To the majority, however, thrift and economy are ac¬ 
quired virtues, and most of us are in constant doubt as to 
what constitutes thrift, and whether or not, it may be 
over-eni|)hasized. Although almost everyone has submit¬ 
ted to the inevitable, anil lived with scrupulous economy 
in the last few years, it is doubtful if the sum total Of 
happiness has been increased thereby. The result of this 
thrift gospel, has been the steady reduction in purchasing 
and tills, in turn, has brought about a steady lessening 
of employment with more people added to relief and in¬ 
creasing taxation for the thrifty. It 8 eems to work in a 
circle. 

While Economy has been the inseparable companion of 
most people recently, it is a companionahip that could be 
severed without any regrets. It is exacting and warping, 
leaving all too little energy for more gracious and de¬ 
lightful pursuits. There are qualities, relentless and grim 
j developing in the head economist in every household. He 
I or she, leaps from his comfortable, easy chair to turn off 
lights. He doles out heat with chilling zeal. He or she, 
casts a speculative eye on the dining table with an eye 
always to economy. Flannels, socks, shirts are darned 
and mended far beyond their destined period of useful¬ 
ness. Extraordinary divices are required to make thread 
bare garments look young and virile, Ail these measures 
of household economy take time which might be spent 
much more pleasurably and possibly more profitably. Ad- 
j ded 40 this - legitimate and needed purchasing is withheld, 
I with serious results to merchants, garment makers and 
countless other cogs in the industrial world. 

I The practice of thrift is all very well in moderation, 
and nowadays people have no choice. But carried to ex¬ 
cess, it is good neither for the individual nor his fellow-

FUTURE BRIGHT 
FOR DAIRY COW 

Increasing Consumption of Milk in 

Britain and Europe; Brings Hope 
To Canadian Dairy Products 

“Doc.” Hays of Hays & Co., Ltd., 
Calgary, was a visitor in Vulcan 
this week and in an interview with 
T1 ( 1 mentioned several cheer¬ 
ing possibilities in regard to the fu¬ 
ture of the dairy business. 

^Canada and United States have 
been many years ahead of Europe in 
the selling of milk by the bottle, and 
whether or not this method wag re¬ 
sponsible, the per capita consumption 
of fluid milk was considerably great¬ 
er in Canada snd U.S. than in Brit¬ 
ain, Europe or the Orient. 

Of late years, however, other coun¬ 
tries have been taking up the bottle 
method of distribution and their per 
capita milk consumption has been 
rising. Modem methods of distribu¬ 
tion and of refrigeration have im¬ 
mensely popularized the use of milk, 
and the British milk dealers in cer¬ 
tified milk and pasteurized milk are 
experiencing a big expansion of busi¬ 
ness,- As an instance, one firm in 
London increased business last year 
by 16 million gallons. Under our sys¬ 
tem, that would mean 410 men and 
wagons distributing daily to handle 
the increase. The other parts of Bri¬ 
tain and other parts of Europe also 
register a great increase in consump¬ 
tion. 

This would seem to have a signifi¬ 
cance for the producers of dairy pro¬ 
ducts in Canada. With British Euro¬ 
pean and Oriental consumption of 
fluid milk, increasing, there would 
naturally be increased importation. 
Canada should soon begin to realize 
benefit with a larger export demand 
for her dairy products. 

Those who have a herd of good 
dairy cows, are taking considerable 
interest in these possibilities, and 
those who are not in tho dairy busi¬ 
ness can see some possibility of rev¬ 
enue, in gathering together a few 
good cows of the dairy type. It was 
stated recently that the returns for 
dairy products in Alberta in 1932, 
'amounted to more than was received 
from the rale of beef, swine and 
sheep combined. Yet the number of 
dairy cattle in the province is less 
than one-fifth that of beef cattle. 

There appears to be a mighty good 
future for dairy cattle and dairy pro¬ 
ducts.

IN DAIRY HERDS HILL'S HEALTH TALK 


Two concrete proofs of the value of j 
cow testing are to be found in data t 
taken from farm herds and showing j 
the average cash returns per cow in| 
tested and non-tested groups, where J 
the inferior cows had been culled out 
as a result of cow-testing, and in the * 
average returns over feed coses in' 
the same two groups of cows. 

Fifty-one herds where cows were j 
not on test gave an average cash re-' 
turn over feed costs per cow of $36.44 J 
while 38 herds on test over one year i 
gave an average return over cost of I 
feed per cow of $40.49, showing a 
neat margin to the advantage of the 
tested herds. In addition to this in¬ 
creased return per cow, it was noted 
that while 16 per cent of the cows in 
the non-tested herds were not paying 
for the feed they consumed, only 2.6 
per cent, of tB. cows in the tested 
herds were unable to return enough 
produce to pay for their feed. 

It seems apparent that the know¬ 
ledge gained through testing is en¬ 
abling herd-owners to improve their 
feeding practices and so cut down 
feeding expense, and also assisting 
them in weeding out the i ndividual 
cows which are not profitable. 

There is a further point that is in¬ 
ducing dairymen .to put their cows on 
test, and that is the tendency of buy¬ 
ers to ask for production records be¬ 
fore they will buy either a cow or 
her offspring. This request for act¬ 
ual production data is becoming more 
insistent each year and men who 
have records to show for their sur¬ 
plus stock are having less difficulty 
in disposing of it.

in Second Feature of Address, He 
Heats of Actual Perlormea oi 
Public Health Program 

This district is one of the two in 
this province which is favored with a 
full-lane Health Unit, these are 
spreading widely in Quebec, the prov¬ 
ince which appears to lead in such 
necessary public service. At present 
there are 32. units in Quebec with ou 
as a goal for the future. 

Dr. mil, acting hi.HO. of Okotoks- 
High River Health Unit, gave a talk 
recently on this subject. Hast week, 
ihe Advocate quoted part of address 
covering the historical phase of pre¬ 
ventive medicine. This week we pub¬ 
lish his remarks regarding the exist¬ 
ing service. 

Modern state service in public 
health was inaugurated in England 
in 1.607, under the inspection of i»u 
George Newman, the present chiei 
medical officer of England, in 1921, 
the system of school medical inspec¬ 
tion was brought into the operations 
of the Department of Health. There 
are 648 Health Units in England and 
Wales, with well equipped staffs. 
About this time" (twelve years ago) 
United States, as a result of the two 
hundred million dollars granted to 
public health service by the Rocke¬ 
feller Foundation, instituted public 
health units > in almost every state. 
These have proved markedly success¬ 
ful, many carrying on now under 
their own colors. 

Vital Statistics 

One of the activities of the health 
unit is a study of vital statistics, 
which are in reality the bookkeeping 
of life. It is essential, in safeguard¬ 
ing health, to know the number oi 
births and deaths, an analysis of the 
causes of death; seasonal incidents; 
a comparison with years gone by and 
with different localities. All these 
recorded facts give a better grasp' of 
control measures, and when and how 
to apply them. 

Sanitation 

Sanitation is a demanding part of 
the health program. There is a close 
relationship between health and pure 
water and milk supplies. Inspections 
•of foods at shops and eating places, 
ensures that the public is partaking 
of wholesome food. Adequate and 
satisfactory sewage disposal is an 
essential feature in the preservation 
of health conditions. 

Resaarch 

A study of bacteriology and im¬ 
munology is imperative in this work. 
For instance, in Dr. Hill’s opinion, it 


In the speaker’s opinion one great 
cause of the depression is money de¬ 
flation. Leading economists believe 
this deflation was the cause of the 
collapse in commodity prices. One 
way out, then, would be a reflation of 
money, in order to raise prices. 

Prof. Eustace Cassel who is wide¬ 
ly quoted, asserts that the U.S. situa¬ 
tion is purely a process of deflation, 
which is grinding to pieces the inter¬ 
nal economy. By trying to hold to 
the gold standard, Canada finds itself 
in a somewhat similar position and 
is being ground steadily to frag¬ 
ments in the process. 

These monetary policies in Canada 
are in the control of the Federal gov¬ 
ernment. The policy adhered to by 
the existing government, has brought 
about the continuing decline in prices 
and has proved its costliness. The 
only way out for the people of Can¬ 
ada must be to demand that the rep¬ 
resentatives whom they elect to Par¬ 
liament adopt an honeat monetary 
polity, which will provide more sta¬ 
bility and security than the present

is possible that research in regard 
to cancer will carry the investigator 
along lines of immunology. There 
must be a continued study of nutri- 
Itive diets, of vitamins and the con¬ 
trol of communicable diseases. 
Compartive Cost 

The speaker compared the expend¬ 
iture for education with that for pub¬ 
lic health. It costs $10.00 per year 
for education as compared with 16 
cts. per person for public health in 
such districts as this where public 
health units are operative. 

1 Sets. Per Year Gives You 

Those within the scope of the Un¬ 
it, receive many benefits any one ox 
which would cost very much more 
than the whole service entails. 

F or instance, 92 schools, or 2748 
children have been examined for 
pnysical defects. 76 per cent of 
these have been immunized against 
diphtheria and forty percent so far, 
have been vaccinated. The comple¬ 
tion of the initial program of visits 
has entailed four visits to each school 
Remedial defects discovered in medi¬ 
cal examinations have been detected 
and reported to parents. In addition 
about eight clinics a month have been 
conducted in various parts of the dis¬ 
trict. This clinic covers pre-natal 
advice, advice to young mothers, pre¬ 
school age examinations and adults’ 
life extension clinics. 

The Health Unit acts as a distrib¬ 
uting depot for serums, vaccines and 
so on, and the staff is bound to go 
with such serums and vaccines im¬ 
mediately on call, from anywhere 
within the district. 

The officers take charge of com¬ 
municable diseases, superintending 
quarantine and subsequent disinfej¬ 
ection as well as instituting control 
measures. 

They take charge of laboratory 
work to care for such analysis as is 
required in bacteriological or chemi¬ 
cal lines. 

The assistance of the Board repre¬ 
sentatives in each district, in report¬ 
ing on existing contagious diseases in 
their district is a co-operation hoped 
for and appreciated in order that no 
epidemic may set in. 

Adequate sanitary Inspection con¬ 
ducted every two weeks, covers the 
fields of milk, water, sewage, restaur¬ 
ants, dairies, creameries, light venti¬ 
lation, etc. 

The relationship between the prac¬ 
tising physicians of the district and 
the Unit have been of the best with 
a splendid co-operation evident in 
serving the best health interests of 
the people. 

Within the Budget 

These services are brought to the 
people at a current cost to the dis¬ 
trict of 16.8 cts. per head per per¬ 
son. The Unit has kept within its 
estimated budget. For two more 
years, the share of cost will be borne 
as at present with the Rockefeller 
Foundation and the Provincial gov¬ 
ernment carrying three-fourths of the 
total cost. The district served carries 
one quarter share which as stated 
amounts to approximately 16 cts. per 
person. There is little doubt that 
whatever arrangements may be made 
ifter the probationary period is over, 
the district now served will not read¬ 
ily forego the benefits apparent in 
the Full Time service.
